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BOLSTERS FORCE TO RECORD 45,000 
U. S. Lands 2.400 More Troops In Viet Nam

SAIGON (UPI)—Nearly 1,400 
U.S. Marines and 1,000 para­ 
troopers landed in South Viet 
Nam today, raising U.S. mili­ 
tary strength here to a record 
45,000 men. There were indica­ 
tions, meanwhile, that the Viet 
Cong had suffered a costly de­ 
feat in the field. 


A Viet Cong force estimated 
in t'he thousands attacked and 
captured for seven hours the 
provincial town of Song Be, 75 


miles northeast of Saigon Tues­ 
day, in what was believed to be 
the prelude to a monsoon sea­ 
son Communist offensive. 


The attack cost a total of 5 
Americans and 42 Vietnamese 
dead and 13 Americans and 76 
Vietnamese wounded, with an­ 
ith er 50 
of the 
15,000 
resi­ 
dents dead or wounded. After 
the fighting 59 Viet Cong bodies 
were found. South Vietnamese

were 
•killed and carried away.

Rusk : Viet 


Offer Stands 


LONDON (UPI) — Secretary 
of State Dean Rusk told the 
NATO council today that Presi­ 
dent Johnson’s unconditional of­ 
fer of Viet Nam peace talks 
still stands. But he said so far 
the Communists have not taken 
him up on it. 


Rusk addressed a secret ses­ 
sion of the NATO council only a 
few hours after flying in from 
Washington 
for 
the 
closing 
stages of the council’s London 
spring meeting. He told airport 
reports U.S. troops will remain 
in the Dominican Republic an­ 
ti! relieved by a peacekeeping 
force from the Organization of 
American States (OAS). 


Details of Rusk’s statement 
to the restricted session were 
not 
disclosed 
but 
American 
sources said he reiterated the 
United States’ offer of uncondi­ 
tional peace talks in Viet Nam. 


Defends U.S. Actions 


He was said also to have put 
up a -spirited defense of Ameri­ 
can action in both Viet Nam 
and the Dominican Republic. 
Both actions have come under

from 
other 
NATO 
members, 
particularly 
France and Norway. 
Rusk was said to have in­ 
sisted that American military 
intervention in both cases was 
morally, politically and militar­ 
ily justified.

Johnson, in a special mes­ 
sage. proposed a three per cent 
across-the-board pay raise for 
all civil service workers, postal 
employes and members of the 
foreign service.
